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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-9, 24-27 and 29-39 are pending. Claims 24-27 remain withdrawn from 
consideration. 

2. The abstract submitted November 8, 2007 is not acceptable. The various 
software modules, e.g. order modification software module, does not have support in 
the originally filed specification, nor from the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 2-9 and 29-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 35, lines 2-3, "an order initiation module" is not clear as to what constitutes 

such. 

Claim 35, line 6, "an order notification software module" is not clear as to what 
constitutes such. 

Claim 35, line 9, "an order modification software module" is not clear as to what 
constitutes such. 

Claim 35, line 1 1 , "an order review software module" is not clear as to what 
constitutes such. 

Claim 35, line 14, "an order submission module" is not clear as to what 
constitutes such. 
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Neither tlie descriptive portion of tlie specification, e.g. pages 2-3, nor tlie 
drawings, e.g. Fig. 2, are clear as to wliat constitutes sucli. 

Clarification is required as to each feature constitutes what and where specific 
support for each entity is from the specification and drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claims 2-9 and 29-40, as understood, are ejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Festa, US 2003/0023512. 

Festa discloses an interactive on-line catalog where a network appliance, e.g. 
1320, 1504, an order modification module, e.g. 1324,1326, 1327, 1414, "presentation 
layer," a notification module, e.g. 1312, and users, e.g. 1306. Festa does not disclose 
the select users. However, as understood, multiple users may use the Festa system 
and be notified of their purchases. To have provided such for Festa would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as implementing such common knowledge 
business acumen to streamline sales would have been obvious. 
Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed, but are not convincing. There is no 
aggregation recited by Applicant that defines over Festa. Festa's priority date of April 
16, 2001 from the various provisional applications are listed on the front of the Festa.
